Difcretion, becaufe the Inhabitants refus’d to 
maintain a certain Number of Sbirris which our 
Regency impos’d on them. They write from Cre- 
mona, that 8 Spaniards being fent from thence 
to Romagnano, to fetch in the Tax laid upon that 
Village, the Inhabitants drove them away; up- 
on which the Governour of Cremona fent above 


300 French Horfe on the fame Errand, who fuc- 


ceeded no better, but were — by the Peafants ; 
fince which all the People of that Village have de- 
ferced their Houfes. 

Venice,Feb. 9. Count Guido Staremberg is now‘ at 
Oftiglia, giving directions for ftrengthning the Forti- 
fications of that Place. The Duke of Vendome is at 
prefent at Guaftalla. 

Vienna, Feb. 10. Count Schlick is gone to Lintz, 
and will be follow’d very fhortly by Major General 
Gratz,who is to joyn Count Solari with fome Troops 
in the Bifhoprick of Saltzburg: As foon as General 
Schlick attives in the Imperial Army, the Soldiers 
will receive 3 Months Pay. Half the King of the 
Romans Baggage was, fent on Wednefday laft from 
Schonbrun towards Ens; and ’tis thought by 
fome, that his Majefty will go thither himfelf. 

_ Frankfort, Feb. 18. The Marquefs de Barbefieux, 
a French Lieutenant General, whom the Elector of 
Bavaria requefted the King of France to fend to 
him to command his Cavalry,having no good Horfe- 
Officer of his own, put himfelf into a difguife and 
took his way towards the Elector, but was ftopt at 
Bregentz, a Place near the Lake of Conftance, and 
made a Prifoner. Advice is come by an Exprefs 
from Raftad, that the French Army, confifting of 
73 Squadrons and 46 Battallions, witha large Train 
of Artillery, has pafs’d the Rhine between Heyter- 
fheim ahd Muntfheim ; and ‘tis fuppos’d have a de- 
fign on Friburg, or Heyterfheim ; at the fame time 
we learn that Prince Louis of Baden is drawing to- 
gether all his Forces, ( except thofe that are Pofted 
to defend the Lines ) on the River Kintzig, to op- 
pole an irruption into the Kintziger Dale. P. S. Juft 
now come Letters from Switzerland, which advife 
that the French Army has pafs’d the Rhine between 
Hunninghen and Newburg, and is moving towards 
Friburg ; and add that it will be encreas’d fhortly to 
300co Men. Prince Louis of Baden was expected 
as to Day at Offenburg. 
From the Paris Gazette a la main, dated Feb. 19. 
The Forces of the Marthal de Villars began 
to pafs over the Rhine on the 11th at Huninghen ; 
-He has caus’d Provifions to be diftributed among the 


Soldiers for 8 Days, and Bread to be Loaded in -

Frankfort, Feb. 18. The 12 or 13000 French that 
were drawn together near Saar Gemund are march’d 
towards Strasbourg, which has oc¢cafion’d an Alarm 
in the Hondfrug : Whereupon, Count Leiningen is 
mov’'d towards Homburg and Keyferflauteren, with 
fome Regiments of Horfe and Dragoons, to have an 
Eye on the Enemy, and fecure the Lines. They 
write from Swabia, that 500 Men of the Troops of 
the Circle of Franconia, have put themfelves into 
Nordlingen, and augmented the Garrifon to 1200 
Men ; That Count Stirum’s Head Quarters are at 
Stoppenheim ; and that the Elector of Bavaria is re- 
turn’d to Munick, and has a Defign on Paffau. The 
Allies have broken up from before Traerbach, or, as 
fome will have it, keep it block’d up. 

Coblents, Feb. 18. The Cannon and Mortars that 
were made ufe of againft the Caftle of Tracrbach, 
are brought back hither, and tho’ that Place is fuffi- 
ciently burnt and beaten down, the French will not 
furrender; wherefore the Allies have refolv’d to tura 
the Siege into a Blockade. The Baron van Loos, 
who has the Command of 3 Regiments of Huffars in 
our Neighbourhood, is put under Confinement, by 
order of Prince Lewis of Baden, for not keeping his 
Men under Difcipline, but fuffering them to commit 
great Diforders in the Country.

Drefden, Feb.14. The King of Prudfia having fome 
days ago order’d 1500 Horfe, and fome Dragoons, 
with 8 pieces of Cannon and 4 Mortars, to march 
towards Northaufen a free Imperial City on the 
River Zorge in Saxony, under the Protection of the 
Elector of Saxony, they arriv’d there on the 8th, and

Within a few Days feveral Re- 
giments from Aix la Chappelle, out of Juliers, and 
the lower Part of this Arch-Bifhoprick, arriv’d in 
the Neighbouring Villages ; and ‘tis expected will 
be joyn’d by fome other Forces of the Allies, and 
march towards the Mofelle or the’ Upper Rhine. 
The Deputies of the Eftates of Cologne, are re-

having fucceeded in what they propos'd,(the greareft 
Part of the Members of the States of Weftphalia 
having declar'd for the Elector of Cologne,) 6 Regi-

to mainrain it, they fhould take offence at his fend- 
ing a Perfon in-whom he can confide, to attend his 
Catholick Majefty and give him an account of all 
Tranfactions, efpecially feeing the Cardinal d’Errees 
is known to be very capable of adviting in Affairs 
of the greateft Importance. We underftand the 
Duke of Medina Celi was one of the principal Au- 
thors of thofe Murmurings. The Sieur des Alleurs 
is nominated to go Ambaffador to the Court of Por- 
tugal, Monfieur Rouille being recall'd. 7 or 800 of 
the Fanaticks in the Sevennes, being furrounded in a 
Wood, were entirciy defeated lately: A great Num- 
ber of them was kill'd, feveral were taken Prifoners, 
and of thofe that got away above half were drown'd 
in the River Bagnes. 


Faimout, Feb. 11. On Tucfday laft came in here 
the Spanifh Expedition Pacquet-Boat with a Mail 
from Lisbon, whoin het paflage retcok a New- 
England Ketch fromm a French Privateer of 18 Guns, 
and fent her for Lisbon. 

Plymouth, Feb. 12. This Morning came in here 
Her Majefty’s Ship the Mountague from Torbay, 
with the Neptune of Toofham for Oporto: The 
Jane of Torptham and the Berty of Cerk, both for 
Lisbon.

Hellens, rurn’d 
up towards Spithead for their Convoy they having a 
fair Wind, but in the Evening the Wind turn’d, yet 
*tis hoped they are all fail’d on their refpective 
Voyages. There remain at Spithead 11 French 
Prizes broughr in by Du:ch Privateers, which wait 
only for a Convoy for Holland. ’
